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NEARLY 8 IN 10 YOUNG ADULTS 
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New Gallup poll shows 
increase in support for 
same-sex unions

A majority of Americans continue to 
support same-sex marriage, but sharp re- 
gional differences remain, according to a 
poll released Wednesday. 

The current Gallup poll shows that 
55 percent of Americans support same- 
sex marriage, a percentage that has con- 
tinued to rise since 2011, when support 
passed the majority point. In 1996, when 
Gallup first asked about the issue, just 27 
percent of Americans surveyed said they 
believed that gay marriage should be le- 
gal. 

All age groups have shown an increas- 
ing acceptance of same-sex marriage, but 
the greatest gains have been among the 
younger group. In 1996, 41 percent of 
those aged 18 to 29 years said gay mar- 
riage should be legal. That figure jumped 
to 78 percent this year. 

The poll comes as federal courts this 
week in Oregon and Pennsylvania struck 
down state bans on same-sex marriage, 
meaning that 19 states and the District of 
Columbia now give gays the same rights 
as heterosexuals when it comes to matri- 
monial issues. 

The issue is pending in courts in al- 
most every state and has been argued in 
two federal appeals districts involving 
cases from Utah and Virginia. 

Most people expect the final decision 
will be made by the U.S. Supreme Court, 
which often waits for a variety of rulings 
from around the country before taking 
on an issue. While the court tries to in- 
sulate itself from polls, justices are aware 
of changing social mores and many think 
that it becomes a factor when deciding 
to tackle an issue. For example, the court 


acted when popular sentiment changed 
on race relations and abortion, among 
other issues. 

According to the poll, 42 percent of 
those surveyed this year said gay mar- 
riage should not be valid, falling from 47 
percent in 2011 

The current poll is based on telephone 
interviews conducted May 8 to May n 
with a random sample of 1,028 adults liv- 
ing in all 50 states and the District of Co- 
lumbia. It has a margin of error of plus or 
minus five percentage points. 

While the greatest gains were in the 
younger age groups, those 50 years and 
older remained below the majority level, 
even though their support increased. 

Those 50 to 64 years old jumped from 
15 percent saying they support gay mar- 
riage to 48 percent. Those older than 65 
increased from 14 percent to 42 percent. 

Regional differences remain a major 
consideration with the South, often re- 
ferred to as the Bible Belt, as the only 
area with less than majority acceptance 
of same-sex marriage. According to the 
poll, 48 percent of those surveyed in the 
South accept gay marriage. 

In the Midwest, 53 percent voiced sup- 
port; the West stood at 59 percent in sup- 
port and the East at 67 percent. 

Southern states have a variety of con- 
stitutional bans on same-sex marriage, 
from Louisiana in 2004 through North 
Carolina in 2012. 

Bans in Arkansas and Kentucky have 
been challenged in court. One of the key 
cases on state bans is in Virginia, the cap- 
ital of the Confederacy during the Civil 
War. 

Virginia was also the state where the 
Supreme Court in 1967 struck down the 
ban on people of different races marrying 
each other. That case, Loving vs. Virginia, 
has frequently been cited in the current 
federal rulings supporting gay marriage.

Pennsylvania won’t 
appeal a federal judge’s 
decision striking down 
the prohibition of same- 
sex marriage, said Tom 
Corbett, the Republican 
governor in the last 
northeastern state to 
have had a ban in effect, 
and the latest leader to 
concede after a court 
loss.

In six other states, 
court rulings that such 
bans are unconstitu- 
tional have been put 
on hold during appeals.

Study: Chicago not so 
bike-friendly after all

Chicago has a long way to go to become one 
of America’s most bike-friendly cities, ac- 
cording to a new analysis of cycling data by 
financial website NerdWallet. 

The site ranked Chicago 18 out of 20 cities, 
behind Portland, Ore., which topped the list, 
Washington, D.C. (No. 2), Denver (No. 10) 
and Raleigh, N.C. (No. 17). 

The analysis included data on each city’s 
population of cyclists, funding for cycling in- 
frastructure and pedestrian projects, and cy- 
cling fatalities. 

Among the metrics for Chicago: 

» 1.6 percent of Chicago’s population iden- 
tifies as biking commuters. Portland tops the 
list with 6 percent. 

» Chicago has roughly 3.9 bicyclist fatalities 
for every 10,000 biking commuters per year. 

» About $1.44 in federal transportation 


funds spent per citizen are allocated to bicycle 
and pedestrian projects in Chicago each year. 

» Chicago has 2.6 miles of bicycle lanes, 
paths, and routes per square mile, compared 
to San Francisco, the winner in that category 
with 7.8 miles per square mile. 

Earlier this month, the U.S. Census Bureau 
reported that the number of people biking to 
work in Chicago has increased from just less 
than 6,000 in 2000 to nearly 16,000 now. In 
2012, Mayor Emanuel pledged to make the 
city the most bike-friendly in the country 

The city has been adding miles of bike 
lanes since then, toward a goal of 100 miles by 
2016. But some critics of the city’s plans have 
argued that Chicago’s new bike lanes, particu- 
larly its special “buffered” lanes, don’t go far 
enough to protect cyclists from cars.

On Saturday, a 
32-year-old man was 
shot to death in the 
200 block of North 
Pine Avenue, police said. One day earlier, a 
38-year-old man was beaten to death in the 
5100 block of West Concord Place, according 
to officials. 

Austin has logged 12 homicides so far this 
year. The West Side community area recorded 
31 homicides last year, down from 37 killings in 
2012, RedEye determined. 

Citywide, gunshot homicides were logged 
in the last week in Ashburn, East Garfield Park, 
Grand Boulevard, Humboldt Park, the Near 
West Side and West Garfield Park, according to 
police information. 


Meanwhile, a 3-year-old Dunning girl died 
Sunday of wounds sustained during child 
abuse, officials said. 

Twenty-four homicides have been logged 
so far this month. Forty-six homicides were re- 
corded in May 2013, RedEye found.

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Ani mal Control sees rise on cats at shelter

Chicago’s Animal Control Department offi- 
cials have seen a jump in cat impoundments 
this spring, and are asking the public to help 
find homes for the animals. 

The department took in 25 percent more 
cats between April 1 and May 19 compared to 
the same timeframe in 2013, said a Chicago 
Animal Care and Control spokesman. 

The sudden increase presents a few chal- 
lenges, like not having enough cages and 
having too many animals for veterinarians to 
examine. However, officials said they are also 
seeing an increase in cat adoptions, transfers 
and returns to owners— all efforts that help 
avoid euthanization. 

About 14 percent of felines taken in this 
year have been euthanized or died in the shel- 
ter while receiving treatment, a figure that is 
similar to last year’s number, officials said. 

“We want to work hard to rescue as many 


of these animals as possible,” said spokesman 
Brad Powers. 

Last year, the department saw a steady flow 


of cats coming in each month, totaling 1,159 
between Jan. 1 and May 19. This year, the fig- 
ures dropped between January and March,

but dramatically picked up in April and May, 
totaling 1,438. 

The extreme weather may be a factor for 
the uptick, Powers added. People may not have 
been venturing outside in the cold months and 
spotting the cats. Also, the colder weather 
may have encouraged people to wait until the 
warmer months to drop off their felines. 

The department, which receives about 
20,000 animals per year, sends them to more 
than 150 licensed and vetted transfer organi- 
zations in hopes they will be adopted. Volun- 
teers also reach out to rescue organizations, 
sometimes through Facebook. 

Animal control officials are not seeing the 
same impoundment trend with dogs. In fact, 
there has been a slight decline in the number 
of dogs taken in so far this year, Powers said.

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On her way to stardom, 
Bella Thorne travels to 
South Africa for ‘Blended’

Much must be said about the new 
Adam Sandler/Drew Barrymore roman- 
tic comedy “Blended,” but we’ll save 
that for the review 


For now, it’s worth noting that the movie 
(opening Friday) is the first major big-screen 
role for 16 -year-old Bella Thorne, who later 
this year also will release her debut album 
(“Call it Whatever,” due June 24) and debut 
novel (‘Autumn Falls,” the first of a trilogy, 
out Nov n). That’s in addition to appearing 
alongside Steve Carell and Jennifer Garner 
(‘Alexander and the Terrible, Horrible, No 
Good, Very Bad Day”) and starring in at least 
four other movies on the way 

Thorne’s not coming out of nowhere: 

She starred in Disney’s Chicago-set musical 
sitcom “Shake It Up” and has been featured 
in a Neutrogena campaign with big names 
like Garner, Kerry Washington and Hayden 
Panettiere. Thorne has more than 5 million 
Twitter followers and is already appearing in 
Us Weekly fashion spreads between Rihanna 
and Lupita Nyong’o. 
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Basically this girl’s already bigger than an 
Adam Sandler movie, yet you can’t begrudge 
her for taking the role of Hilary Sandler, the 
movie’s star and uncredited co-writer, whose 
daughters are big Thorne fans (Bellarinas, 
officially), always had the part in mind for 
her. In the film, widower Jim (Sandler) and 
divorced Lauren (Barrymore) can’t stand 
each other but— for reasons not worth get- 
ting into— take their kids to the same South 
African resort. Jim treats his three daughters 
like boys, giving them tomboy haircuts, all- 
tracksuit wardrobes and encouraging Hilary, 
whom he calls “Larry” to bulk up and focus 
on basketball. 

In reality, of course, Thorne looks the op- 
posite of a tomboy. Leaning against a mem- 
ber of her team on a couch at the Waldorf- 
Astoria Hotel, Thorne recalled working in 
Africa and defended Hilary’s story 

When you found out that you would be 
going to Africa for “Blended,” what went 
through your mind? 

“Oh my God. I’m going to Africa. For two 
months. How’s that going to be?” Literally 
Those exact sentences went through my mind. 

Did you have to learn anything about Africa 
before you went? Or get vaccinations? 

No, because where we went there was no 
malaria or anything like that. So we were in a 
safe part. 

I read there was a strict protocol on set as far 
as keeping windows closed and other things 
you could and couldn’t do. 

In the hotel, the baboons and the monkeys, 
they come in your room and they knock over 
all the sugar and they eat it, and they drank 
all the Red Bull and they rip your pillow cases 


and they throw it everywhere, and you have 
to pay for all of it. 

The baboons don’t open their wallets and 
say, “Sorry”? 

{Laughs.} You have to pay for it, which is re- 
ally just sucky A lot of people accidentally get 
locked out. They were always getting locked 
out with the baboons. 

Is there anyone who expressed reservations 
to you when you said how you would be 
changing your appearance for the movie, or 
made you feel unsure or self-conscious? 

When I put on the wig and the tracksuit, I 
thought what every teenage girl would think 
looking like that: “You look ugly” And every- 
body was genuinely mistaking me for a boy 
Which is awful. It’s so awful! Because a lot of 
people on set were like, “No, no, you still can 
tell you’re a girl for sure!” And other people 
who didn’t know me were actually mistaking 
me for a boy That was a little hard, but I’m 
so happy I did it because I would’ve never 
known that I only want to play characters. I 
don’t like playing the pretty girl. That charac- 
ter really has no depth. 

Isn’t that kind of what Hilary turns into? 

I would say it’s an attractive look. I think I 
look prettier sometimes in the wig than in all 
that makeup. Because we didn’t do a makeup 
test for the pretty look, and usually you do a 
makeup test to show what the camera’s going 
to look like, how much makeup. I think it 
ended up looking like a lot of makeup. We 
only were able to test the wig before we went 
to Africa. And they just cut my hair. They 
thinned it out, and they cut it to here. I’ve 
never had short hair before. And they tightly 
curled it with straight bangs. It’s bad. 


With that path of Hilary’s character, what 
message will young women take away? 

I think a lot of girls will relate to this char- 
acter because pretty or not, or whatever you 
look like, every teenage girl is dying to get 
out of their own skin. It’s true. Every girl 
wants to be noticed and to be talked to by 
their favorite crush in school, and I think 
they’re really going to feel for this character. 
Some girls actually accidentally get that hair- 
cut, and they’re like, “Oh my God, no! How 
did I get this haircut?” 

Do you think anyone gets it on purpose? 

I think a lot of people get it on purpose, but 
those people look beautiful with that haircut. 
Look at Miley Cyrus’ hair. It’s all chopped 
off. She looks beautiful. I, on the other hand, 
just don’t look beautiful with that haircut. It 
just doesn’t work for my face. 

“The D.U.F.F.” was just announced. Are you 
playing- 

The Designated Ugly Fat Friend? No. I badly 
wanted that role so, so, so much. I was like, 
“Please, please!” I auditioned for it. And the 
director was like, “You’re hilarious, but you’re 
beautiful.” 

So they said, “You have to play the pretty girl 
in this one”? 

Yeah. And I was like, “OK, of course.” 
Because I really wanted to work with the 
director [Ari Sandel] 'cause he won an Oscar 
[for Best Live Action Short Film]. He has a 
really interesting way of looking at things. 
Plus, he’s hilarious. He’s so funny Just on his 
own, he’s always making jokes. So, I had to 
play the pretty girl in that one.

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The RZA heads back to TV 
for Fox’s ‘Gang Related’

Legendary rapper/producer The RZA (real 
name: Robert Diggs) is no stranger to the act- 
ing game. After turns in films like “Coffee and 
Cigarettes” and on shows like “Californica- 
tion,” he now plays veteran cop Cassius Green 
in the new Fox series “Gang Related.” RedEye 
talked to him about the new series and how 
his rapping and acting worlds collide. 

On “Gang Related” your character, Cassius 
Green, is a veteran cop. In the Wu-Tang Clan, 
you’ve always acted as an elder statesman 
and leader. What is it about the mentor role 
that appeals to you so much? 

Eve been very studious in my life. I can speak 
on several topics. Through that knowledge, I 
have become a person that can be a voice of 
reason, of advice. I’ve been doing that role for 
a long time. It feels right. Look at the show: 
My character sees potential in Ryan Lopez 
{played by Ramon Rodriguez}. He sees that 
even though he’s younger, he’s capable. Even 
though we have Sam Chapel {played by Terry 
O’Quinn] telling us we have to go hit the 
crooks hard, Cassius is like, “Wait! We’re go- 
ing to get pressure on us.” His role is to be the 
voice of reason. That’s a part of me. 

How is acting different from performing? Do 
you get to use different creative muscles? 

To use your example, performing is muscle 
memory I’m performing my material. In that, 
I’m so confident in it. You can watch a tape 
of me and (the late Wu-Tang Clan member) 
ODB from when I was 18 or watch me now. 
We tore up the stage. I felt like a champion 
and nobody could tell me anything. 

Now when it comes to acting, that’s some- 
one else’s words. This is something I have to 
engulf and find the empathy to express these 
rhythms, the beats, and to drop the phobia of 
not wanting to give myself to the character. 

In rap, we rap to the camera. It’s flagrant. We 
want you to see what we’re doing. In acting, 
that fourth wall is there. When you become 
a good actor— I’m not there yet, but I’m get- 
ting there— you lose yourself I was watching 
a movie and this actor was crying and he had 
a snot bubble come out of his nose. When 
you can have that kind of expression and re- 
move the phobia that comes with caring what 
you look like, you become a great actor. 

[Wu-Tang affiliate member/The RZA’s solo 
DJ] DJ Skane was a cop for 18 years in Red 
Hook [Brooklyn]. What kind of advice did he 
give you to play this role? 

We grew up together, and when I went to go 
be a gangster, he went to be a cop. When I 
got known for my music, he was still a cop. 
When I first got the role, I had him come out 
to California to talk cop. Now, I can’t tell you

specifically some of the things on the record, 
but he’s from a cop family They all put me 
on-game. At the same time, FOX hired 
SWAT team guys to teach us the ropes. 

I’ve gained a new respect for cops. I know 
people in the hood aren’t feeling that, but 
listen: At the end of the day, the cop is that 
same dude who’s trying to do his job and 
worry about his check and go home. If you 
shoot somebody as a cop, it ain’t like the 
movies when you just get back in the car and 
ride off You have to go through a lot of stuff 
Psychiatrist stuff, legal stuff, all of that. 

“Gang Related” comes from the writers of 
“Fast & Furious” and “The Shield.” Was their 
success in the cop genre part of the reason 
you signed up? 

Not really I have good buddies who are actors 
and other types of folks in Hollywood and 
they give me advice. They actually told me not 
to do TV 

Why was that? 

My personality I’m a free thinker; I write and 
direct myself. TV is a tight schedule and it 
demands a lot from you. You’re locked into 
it for years depending on the success of the 
show So even if you do one season, you might 
as well cut that year out of your life. Also, TV 
isn’t the kind of medium for a free thinker. 


You read your lines, you hit your mark, and my 
friends thought I couldn’t conform to that. 
However, I read the script and it felt like a 
movie. Then I met Allen Hughes and went to 
dinner with him. He made some adjustments 
to the character, like making him from New 
York, and that helped a lot. This turned out to 
be the healthiest job for me. It keeps me sharp 
and focused. It turned me from a nocturnal 
person to a daytime person. I did a morning 
show earlier and the producers were like, “Oh, 
he’s on time!” 

Hold on a second. We need to address that. 
It’s a commonly accepted idea that rap- 
pers are never expected to be on time for 
anything. 

Exactly! Here’s a story: On [2007 Denzel 
Washington movie] ‘American Gangster” I 
was coming in late, doing the wrong thing. 

I didn’t take it seriously One day, I was 
sitting with Ridley Scott and Russell Crowe 
working on a scene. We were waiting on 
Ruby Dee, who hadn’t arrived yet. Scott 
goes, “Ruby’s late! What, did she come in 
RZA’s car?” I was like, “Oh [bleep].” From 
that day on, I’ve been on time. Crowe told 
me, “You’ve got to master your time.” So a 
word to rappers: Even if no one ever says 
anything, everyone notices.

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Local ‘Ink Master’ 
crowned champ

Anyone with one of Scott Marshall’s tattoos 

can now say they have been inked by a master. 

The Plainfield resident was crowned “Ink 
Master” Tuesday night over 27 other contes- 
tants on the Spike TV show of the same name. 

“I’m feeling great, it’s a huge sense of relief 
and a great sense of accomplishment,” Mar- 
shall said. 

His final victory was a “master canvas” tat- 
too— he designed and inked a back tattoo that 
took 35 hours over several months to complete. 
He now considers it the greatest piece he’s ever 
done, he said. 

After the win, he is busier than ever, he said. 

Press tours, interviews and a long waiting 
list of customers wanting to get an “Ink Mas- 
ter” original at Roselle Tattoo Co. will keep 
Marshall occupied for a while. Just being a 
contestant on the Dave Navarro-hosted show 
has gotten him booked for tattoo appoint- 
ments through the end of the year. 

He is still willing to share his expert insight on 
the industry with anyone. 

“I have the best job in the world,” he said, 
when asked if there’s anything he dislikes about 
his profession. “It’s absolutely awesome to go 
into work every day I listen to my own music, I 
draw my own designs.” 

Like other practicing tattoo artists, Mar- 
shall has some pet peeves. If you’re going to 
sit in his chair, don’t be a control freak. 

“Go into an artist and talk about your idea, 
your vision,” he said. “You should want [the 
artist’s] vision as well. You don’t go into an in- 
terior decorator and tell them the colors. You 
have to surrender to the creative process.” 

Marshall said his style is trying to guide 



people toward the right body art. Tribal tat- 
toos? He’s going to suggest something differ- 
ent, in the bio-organic style he’s gained fame 
for, which features three-dimensional designs 
that are natural and have depth. 

Also, don’t be drunk. Marshall has turned 
away intoxicated customers before. 

“I remember a guy coming in, belligerently 
drunk, and he wanted something offensive. I 
said ‘You’re going to regret that in the morn- 
ing, and I don’t want to put my name on that.’ ” 

Despite the packed schedule, Marshall said 
he’s hoping to find time to ink the accompish- 
ment on his skin. Never one to take the tat- 
toos he gets on his own skin seriously, he said 
it will likely feature a nickname he was given 
while on the show. 

“They called me the ‘alpha male’ on the 
show,” he said. “I was thinking of doing some- 
thing like a silverback gorilla with a sign say- 
ing ‘alpha male.’ I would make it look like it 
was done in 1941.”

With every 
show it gets a little easier, but whenever I 
have to sing in front of a group of people, 
big or small, my heart drops into my stom- 
ach and my stomach rises into my chest. My 
palms sweat, and my hands quiver.

SL: It’s really easy to feel inadequate in this 
scene. Convincing yourself that you’re worth 
something in this industry can be tricky A 
lot of self-doubt. A lot of self-reflection. It’s 
a patience game. What’s most important is 
to never, under any circumstance, stop being 
creative. Just gotta’ keep on living in la-la-land 
until you catch that break. 

M$: I think the biggest challenge is to stay 
consistent but not release too much content. 
SS: Trying to find an authentic sound.

“First of all, I am not trying to steal 
business from Three Dots and a 
Dash [laughs],” said Mike Ryan, head 
bartender at Flotel Palomar’s Sable 
Kitchen & Bar. 

He’s referring to his new pop-up tiki bar, 
which debuted last weekend on Hotel Palo- 
mar’s patio. 

“We’ve been doing tiki stuff at Sable for a 
while, probably three years now,” Ryan said. 
“It’s something that I’ve always been fasci- 
nated with and wanted to try my hand at.” 

The opening menu of $14 tiki cocktails 
includes three classic recipes— Eastern Sour, 
a bourbon-based Trader Vic’s creation; a 
rum-based hurricane; and Montego Bay, a 
rum-based Don the Beachcomber creation— 
as well as two original cocktails— Isle of View 
(light rum, coconut, falernum, lime juice) and 
Hot to Trot (aged cachaca, mango, lemon 
juice, curacao). Drinks will be served in plas- 
tic tiki glasses that guests can take home. 

The cash-only bar, open from 6 p.m. 
to midnight on Fridays and Saturdays, is 
completely separate from Sable, meaning no 
Sable drinks will be available on the patio and 
the outdoor drinks will not be available inside. 
Seating for approximately 25 people includes 
couches, chairs, tables and heat lamps. 

The bar will be called Cocktails in Motion, 
indicating that the theme will not stay tiki 
forever. Ryan intends to rotate themes every 
few months and hinted at a Madrid-style gin 
tonic bar for later in the summer. 

While Ryan clearly has a fondness for the 
history and complexity of tiki culture, he 
intends this pop-up bar to be totally casual. 

“In keeping with everything we do at Sable, 
we’re taking the flavors and the drinks really, 
really seriously, but we’re not taking ourselves 
seriously It’s a silly pop-up bar outside.”
